turned out in Canada was tested by 
Gordon Halkett, the department of 
marine and fisheries expert, at the de¬ 
partment’s wharf. 

This bell Is similar to the one now In¬ 
stalled at Chatham point and is sound¬ 
ed by a series of explosions caused by 
the Ignition of acetylene gas In a 
small cylinder Inside of the bell. The 
gas accumulates through valves in the 
cylinder and is exploded upon reach¬ 
ing a small light. The concussion tn 
the cylinder drives a steel hammer 
against the bell and produces a clear, 
low note w.hicta can be heard a long 
distance away. Yesterday the sound 
of the bell on the wharf could be heard 
a mile away. It Is regulated to sound 
at intervale of one minute. 

As soon as the bell and beacon Is 
completely assembled It will be placed 
At Active Pass. It Is noteworthy that 
the first of these latest marine aids 
turned out of {he factory have been 
sent out by the department for British 
Columbian waters.

The third call came In shortly after 
1 o'clock this morning to a fire In th- 
drying kiln of Weller’s furniture fac¬ 
tory on Humboldt street. The fire bad 
gained considerable headway before it 
y*as discovered, and the brigade 
called. In the building, which was a 
one-story one. was stored between 25.- 
00(> and 80,000 feet of lumber In the pro¬ 
cess of drying. Owing to the way lum¬ 
ber is piled for this purpose, the boards 
being laid one on top of another, 
about an Inch apart. It was found very 
difficult to get water onto the fire. At 
time* the fire threatened the factory 
proper, but, thanks to the good work 
of the fire brigade, this was prevented. 
In fighting this fire two streams from 
the Waterous engine and one line of 
hose from a hydrant, as' well as the 
chemical, were used. It took an hour 
to get the fire under control. The 
lumber stored in the kiln was valued 
at $4,500. but much of it was saved. 

According to the firm, the heat used 
in drying Is only 116 degrees and even 
tills had been shut off at 6 o'clock last 
evening, so that there was no chance 
of the fire having been due to this 
cause. The heat In the kiln at the time 
of the fire would not have been more 
than normal. The only explanation Is
